ORDER 

S.O. 140(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 

1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following order fnrter to amend the Fertiliser 
(Control) Order, 1985, namely 

1. (1) This order may be called the Fertiliser (Control) (Amendment) Order, 1990. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Fertiliser (Control) Order, 1985, (hereinafter referred to the said order), in sub-clause 

(1) of clause 28, after the second proviso thereunder, the fol lowing proviso shall be added, namely : 

“Provided also that the Inspector shall give the stop sale notice, in writing, to the person whose 
stocks have been detained and initiate appropriate actions as per the provisions of this Order 
within a period of twenty-one days. If no action has been initiated by the Inspector within 
the said period of twenty-one days from the date of issue of the said notice, the notice of stop 
sale shall be deemed to have been revoked.” 

3. In Schcdulc-T to the said order, under the heading “Part-A. Specifications of fertilisers”, 

(1) under the sub-heading “1. (b) Straight Phosphatic fertilisers’ serial number 8 and the entries 
relating thereto shall be omitted. 

(2) under the sub-heading ”l,(d) N.P. Fertilisers”, after serial number 12 and the entries relating 
there to, the following serial number and entries shall be added, namely
